DOVLESTOWN. 


Enough has been learned during the 


past week to Indicate a big victory for the 
Republican party in November. But the 
vigilance of leaders and workers has not 
been relaxed and the fight will be fought 
to the finish without quarter or compro- 
mise. One thing that hag become appar- 
ent is the fact that Democracy will cap- 
ture very few independent votes. 
The 


party has been making great claims in thin 
direction, but probably 80 per cent or 
more of the Republicans who signed Bal- 
lot Reform and Union party credentials 
will not vote that way. Many of these 
signers were induced by the urgent solici- 
tation of personal friends entrusted with 
the circulation of the papers and they good 
naturedly responded without giving a 
thought to the matter. 
Time and again 


they have done the same thing for the 
Prohibitionists. "Well, yon want me to 
help stand you up to be knocked down 
again, do yon," said a prominent Republi- 
can Prohibitionist when the latter pre- 
sented his paper. 
"Well, I guess I'll 


have to help you out," and he signed the 
paper, 
And that is the situation with 


scores of Republicans who are on the com- 
bine nomination papers. The Democrats 
have been so persistent in their statement 
that all these Republicans are in sympa- 
thy with the fusion cause, even going to 
the extent of quoting names, that quite a 
number of the more prominent men 
among the independent Republicans who 
signed the papers are letting it be known 
that they are not fusionists or Democrats 
but will vote straight this year. 


Then there is another matter that is giv- 


ing the Democatic leaders no end of 
trouble. 
It is the disposition of their own 


people to cut the fusion candidates. 
In 


every district are Democrats who will not 
vote for them. 
With their poor organi- 


zation the leaden find It impoasble to 
keep them in line. They are harrassed up- 
on all sides and are now resorting to the 
silly tactics that always shows when the 
party is on the run. In other words they 
have lost their heads 
and are making 


statements positively asinine. To illus- 
trate, the correspondent of a mugwamp 
paper has quoted Oounty Chairman Shelly 
as saying that he had abandoned all hope 
of electing the county ticket and that at- 
tention would be concentrated exclusively 
upon the legislative ticket. This puerile 
talk was sent out with the hope that it 
would offend candidates on the county 
ticket. Reference is made to the oicum- 
stance here merely to show how utterly 
lacking in resources is the Democratic 
combin e at the county seat. 
Many other 


statements equally absurd have bean cir- 
culated. 
Republicans never felt 
more 


confident of success than they do at pres- 
ent. 
If they meet with nothing worse 


than tes confronted them up to date tbe 
whole ticket will be elected by a big ma- 
jority. As for the fusion candidates it is 
only • question as to which will be low 
man on the Democratic ticket. 


Day by day the hope of Democracy that 


it will have the support of tbe insurgent 
element in Bucks is waning. The inde- 
pendents are resenting the claims of Dem- 
ocrats that they will capture this vote. 
Among the prominent Buckingham inde- 
pendents is Rev. J. B. Krewson, pastor of 
the Forest Grove Presbyterian Church. 
This is what Rev. Mr. Krewson has to say 
concerning his position in this campaign: 


"I have no hesitancy in saying that up- 


on tins occasion I will support tbe Repub- 
lican ticket throughout. A year ago I was 
conscientiously opposed to the party lead- 
ership in tbe State. The cause for furth- 
er opposition has been removed 
by the 


nomination of Judge Pennypacker, which 
was a concession to the demand of inde- 
pendent Republicans. 
As for local condi- 


tions I fail to see why any Republican 
should support the fusion candidates. I 
do not believe Rice and Edwards will re- 
ceive the support of the independent vot- 
ers. I have bad personal assurance of this 
from many independents in my own die 
trict, We feel that the present fusion 
movement is not sincere, but on the con- 
trary a Democratic scheme to strengthen 
the local ticket. It is my opinion that 
even Pattison's nomination was, in 
measure, effected that the situation in 
every county might be influenced to the 
advantage of Democratic county tickets. 
As to the fusion candidates we know them 
and the record each has made, 
Mr. Rice 


has bean accorded very generous treat- 
ment. Edwards has attempted to treat 
with all factions and is no longer worthy 
of the confidence and support of those who 
formerly voted for him. For these reasons 
I cannot support fusion candidates or 
Democrats and will vote the straight 
ticket." 


Speaking of the county ticket suggests 


that great many people are going to be 
sadly mistaken in their prognostications 
concerning the vote for Governor. Be- 
cause Patttson was elected Governor in 
the past some Democrats will not listen 
to even the suggestion that Pennypacker 
will carry the county. They will see 
wherein they erred after the elceton. As 
a matter of fact there is genuine enthusi 
asm evinced for Pennypacker in this nee 
tion of tbe county among the very citi- 
zens Democracy has counted upon as be- 
ing against him. 
He is known personally 


to many prominent Republicans who es- 
teem him most highly, He Is especially 
popular with the German element. 
The 


latter have little to say but they know all 
about Pennypacker and will vote for him 
As for Pattison there are about 700 voters 
in the -county composed of members o 
both parties who will be against him al 
most to a man. They are the old soldiers 
who remember his veto of the burial bil 
designed to prevent the interment in I 
pauper's grave of any veteran who mighi 
chance to die without money or friends. 
Pattison's reasons for declining to sian 
the bill were not complimentary to the 
old soldier and they will make their disap 
provil known at the polls.

THEN, AND NOW.

Beyond the jurisdiction 
the notes, if they passed at all, passed at 
a discount, 
The State was heavily burdened with debt 
and the Interest charge was a burden. We 
had a system of unprofitable canals re- 
quiring a constant outlay for repairs and 
supervision. 
Rich in resources of fertile 


lands and minerals the State lagged in the 
rear of progress. 
Compared with Mew 


York we were constantly humiliated by 
contrast. The men who controlled public 
affairs took good care of themselves, for- 
getting the State. Thay had tho same 
idea of the need of cheap money and a 
good deal ot it entertained by their 
descendants today. 
Wildcat banks were 


established outside of the cities, the cir- 
culating notes of one constituting the 
paid in capital of another. 
When tbe 


pinch came the entire system went down 
like a house of cards. Men who sold prop- 
erty and received pay in wild-cat notes 
went to bed well satisfied and awoke to 
find their cash uncirculable. That those 
days may never return is the earnest wtah 
of all good citizens.

Stono Roads Again. 


Editor Gazette.—It will be remembeied 


that last spring there were two meetings 
called in Bristol Township to discuss the 
advisability of stone for road making pur- 
poses. At the last meeting it was decided 
to accept an offer from the Department at 
Washington. 
An offer was also received 


from Charles T. Eastbnrn to furnish stone 
ut $1.00 per net ton of 2000 Ibs. which 
offer was accepted as being favorable to 
our wishes and 
the 
supervisors were 


authorized aud instructed to accept both 
offers and to go ahead and build a mile 
of sample road in Bristol Township. Now 
at a later date the supervisors find that 
the stone is to be $1.35 per net ton owing 
to it being impossible to get tbe stone de- 
livered via canal which price I am sure is 
too much. It strikes me very forcibly 
that we might crush some of our own rock 
of a poorer quality for a bed with a dress- 
ing of best trap rock on the top, it being 
possible to find plenty of rock in Bristol 
township and it is possible for us to buy a 
crusher to crush our own rocks, pay for it, 
spot cash, and crush and put on the road 
bed tons of stone this year yet with the 
present tax Duplicate. 
Owing to a scarci- 


ty of good gravel in East Bristol town- 
ship, and considering the cost of hauling 
it from other sections, it seems to me that 
it would be most advisable to purchase a 
crusher of our own, use our own rook. If 
the rock is not as good as trap rock, It will 
be better than no stone at all. The follow- 
ing is a copy of a letter received from 
Charles T. Eastburn on September 13;

used to knit three magical knots. The 
buyer was told he would have a sood 
gale when he untied the first knot, the 
second knot would bring a strong 
wind and the third a severe tempest.— 
Irish Times.

A JOINT RKSOMJTIOH 


Proposing an ameudmant to section ten of arti- 
cle oneof the Constitution, so that a discharge 
of a jury for failure to agree or other neccesarj 
caune shall not work n u acquittal. 

Be it resolved by the Senate and 
House of Representative* of the Commonwealth 
of Pennsylvania in General Assembly met. 
That Ihe following be propooea a« an amendment

"No person shall, for any indictable offense, 


be proceeded against criminally by intormation. 
except in cases arising In the land or naval 
forces, or in the militia, when in actual service, 
In time of war or public danger, or by leave of 
the court for oppression or misdemeanor in of- 
fice. No persou shall, for the same oflense, be 
twice put In jeopiruy of lire or Unib; nor shall 
private property be taken or applied to public 
use, without authority of law and without just 
compensation being first made or secured," be 
amended to as to read as follows;
